Review of accounts prior to final liquidation. Yesterday State A ee of 
Extension were advised of the dates in January when a representative of the 
Federal Extension Service will visit the State to review 1947 farm labor expen- 
ditures and check disposition of property purchased with farm labor funds during 
the entire life-of the Emergency program, 1943 to 1947 inclusive. Please take 
whatever steps may be necessary to have all 1947 farm labor accounts cleared 

and posted through December 51, 1947 in advance of the visit by the Federal 
Extension representative. Also, have property inventories brought completely up 
to date. The 30-day liquidation period is short at best, but farm labor has 
developed a reputation of getting things cone.on time. 


Just what and how inuch farm lebor pr property is to be retained for use in regular 
Extension work depends largely upon the administrative discretion of the State” 
Director. At the time the property disposal plan outlined in EFL Circular 29, 
revised August 6, 1947, was cleared I assured the Secretary's Office that the 
State Extension Services would play fair in selecting property to be retained

Transfer of Extension Farm Labor Property to USES. The question of transfer 
without reimbursement of State Extension farm labor property (such as an infor- 
metion station) to the State Employment Service keeps bobbing up. There is no - 
authority to transfer farm labor property to the USES or to any other Agency. 
Public Law 40, 80th Congress, merely provides for ending’ the Emergency Program . 
and for its liquidation by the Department of Agriculture and State Extension 
Services. Any State farm labor property desired by the State Employment Service 
must be sold under the disposal ae n casa in SFL Circuler 29 revised,

The extent to which State Extension farm labor. records and other informetion is 
made available to the State Employment Services is a matter for the State 
Director of Extension to decide and will probably vary greatly from State to 
State. Because of the nature of the Emergency Farm Labor Program, it is pro- 
bable that most informetion relating to its conduct ‘would: not be helpful in the: 
conduct of a limited farm placement service. I call attention to absence of. 
authority to turn over extension farm labor records merely because one or two 
directors are being pressurcd to supply the State Employment Service with farm 
le ‘bor information of ao ra ather conte genet et nature.
